PON certain Information that the E- 

nem;’s Fleet is up-in the Meditcr- 

ranean, the Floulla for the Weft-In- 

dies fail'd the 23d Inftant,under the Con- 

voy of 7 French Ships of War which 
are to fee them 2s far asthe Cananes. Yetterday 
march’d out 2 Battallions from hence tor Bavajox. 

From the Bruffels Gazetre, dared June 22, 

Madrid,June 4. Tis advis’a trom Bauajox, ‘hat the 
Portugueze Army deicending fiom tne Buninencie on 
which they had encamp’d, nad pofte: ther Lefer 
along the Ravulet of Ca; uela 5 and tnat there- 
upon the Marquis de Bay pais’d iat Rivuler aifo 
over the Bricgge of Jevora. whre be potted his 
Right, extending bis Letc towaras th: fort of 
Chriftopher, at the Diftacc: f one 1 eague from 
the Camp of the Porcugueze. confirm’s that a 
Party of Porrugueze Horfe furpriz’d and took in che 
Village of Licera 2 C+ mpamies of >panith Foor; 
andthat another ftro:.g Parcy having peactrated by 
the Way of Valencia d’ Alc-ntara es far as the 
Town of Brofas, drove awa. 3.00 of Cattle, 
with which they return d co their Camp. 

Madrid, June 5. They wive trom Sarag fa, that 
the 27th of May 14 heavy Canon arriv’d ihere, 
with above 150 Waggons loaded with Ammunition. 
They were fent from Bayone through Navarre, The 
28ch they a proceeded on for ihe Army under the 
Duk: of Orleans, who having pafs’d the Ebro ona 
Bridge laid ai Mora, is to march from Gincftar the 
8th Inftancto Inveit Tortofa if that be practicable. 
His Army had 2 Days without Breag, the Mi- 
cue. “having hinder’d the Paflage of his Convoys 
and ‘nuers. The Enemy who had lain encamp'd 
lore Days near Soleras and in the Plain of St. Mi- 
chel, bave retis’d, and pofted themfelves between 
Monblanc and Ta:ragona, with the River Francoli 
before them,on a very advantagious Ground, whence 
the Imperiai General Staremberg (being infirm’d 
the Englifh Fleet was arriv’d on the Coatt of Cata- 
lonia,) is gone in all hafte to Barceluna. Orders 
are fent from bence to Bifcay, for {ending from the 
Magazines of tha: Country to Arragon all the Am- 
munition that can be fpar'd. A Courier from Car- 
tagena has brought Letrers to Court from Count 
Maboni, advifing, that he with his Troops arriv'’d 
fafe at Palermo.

Letters from Madrid import, That’ the 25th of 
May the Armics on the Fronticr of Portugal chang'd 


their Camps; and lying now within the reach of each’ 


othersArtillery,the Marquis de Bay caus’d 12 Cannon 
tobe pointed againft the Enemy’sCamp: That many 
of the Englith deferted to our Army, which gave 
Ground to conjecture the Enemy are in want of Pro- 
Vifions : And that one of their Partics of 350 Men, 
Hore and Foot, pafs'd the Sora, to give Moleftarion 
to ibe Workmen employ’d on the Fortifications of 
Alcantara, but contented themfelves with carrying 
off fome Cattle. The Duke of Orleans bas caus’d 
al'the Corn in Arragon to be brought cogether, for 
bis Army? Our Ambaffador M. Amelor, 
has been very helpful to bis Royal Highnefs, in pro- 
caring Corn for bim. A Courier has brought the 
following News: The Duke of Orleans being in- 
form'd, that the Enemy bad fent a Detachment with 
1290 Miquelets, to intercept his Convoys, gave Or- 
et for a general Forrage, and at the fame time fent 
Detachment of 3000 Foot and 800 Horfe,who 
Apiz'd the Enemy in the Village of Falfete: Their 
valty endeavour'd to make to the Mountains, but 
Were cut off ; above 500 of the Enemy were kill'd, 
ind 600 made Prifoners, among them 36 Officers. 


Another Detachment of his Royal High. cfs's Army, 
took a Convoy of 1200 large Catile, 6000 Sheep, 
and 4000 Hogs, goingto TVorwia: Iu tbe faid Vil- 
lage were alfo touad ‘Auigeers, Powder, Mules, and 
Horfes. In thefe 2 Adions we bad but 1 Officer 
wounded and 15 Suidicrs kil’'d or wounded. 
From the Antwerp Cowant, dived June 22. 
Paris, Jane i8. [hey write from Perpignan the 
8th Inftani, thar the Duke de Noaiics with his 
Troops, continues encamp’d in the Piaims of Cer-

From the Amiterdam Gazerte, dared June 22. 
Milan, June 9. To Morrow the ‘Queen of Spain 
makes her publick Entry inco this Ciry, with ex.ra- 
Oidinary Pomp: And wii foon proceed 19 Genua, 
whence we have Advice by a Courier, that Aamural 
Leake was come before that Pur: with 36 Men of 
War and fome otver Ships, beGdes 100 
Veifels to take in the troops defign’d tor Catalonia: 
We have a Confismation cf that Admiral’s ta- 
king of 800r 90 Tartans, laden with ali Sorts of 
Provifions for the Duke of Orleans’s Army ; and 
that one of the Enemy’s Ships of War was alfo 
taken or funk : Ali thofe Prizes were carried into 
Barcelona. 
leuers from Genoa give an Account, that a 
Fiench Galliot equipp’d for War and carrying 40 
Men, which had been fiez'd by a Geaouefe Gailey 
and afterwards releas’d, put out of the Port of Ge- 
noa the 3oth at Night, and cook under the Cannon 
of the City, nocwichitanding the #ire made upon 
them, a Genouefe Pelucca coming from Final with 
Letrers from Barcelona for the Misafters of the Atlics 
at Genoa. In the Darknefs of the Night the French 
Veffel got away with her Prize, being purfued in 
vain by a Genouefe Gali-y. Fhe French Captain 
leaving bis Prize at Savona, with Part of bis Crew 
to guard ber, rerure’d the nex: Day to Genoa, with 
the Genouefe Sailors of the Felucca, and 2 Cata- 
lonians, who were bound. ‘The Captain came a- 
fhore, and deliver’d®into the Hands cf the French 
Envoy the Letters be had found ebvard the Felucca, 
In the mean time fome Genouefe icing their Coun- 
trymen bound and Prifoners, had Words with the 
French ; and a Genoucle Galicy laid herfelf athwarc 
the Galliot to prevent her gesting away. Upon this 
the French began to fire with their Parereroes and 
{mall Arms at the Genouefe, who pelicd them with 
Scones ; and the Populace drew cogether in fuch 
Numbers, and dealt fuch Showers of Stones imo 
the Gallior, that all her Company, 2 or 3 excepred, 
were hurt: And fome died of their Wounds or 
Bruifes. The Galliot was fiez’d, and the reft of the 
French were fecur’d from the Fury of the Multi- 
tude. Thofe thar were dangercufly burt, were car- 
ried to the Hofpiral, and the others are put on board 
a Galley. This Affair makes a great Noife. The 
Envoy of France demands Satisfaction for the In- 
{ult made on a French Ship ; and the Emperour’s 
Envoy demands Sarisfaction for the taking of the 
Felucca with her Letters usder the Cannon of a 
neutral Place. The Senate hes taken all the Pains 
imaginable to accomodate the Matter, bat to no 
purpofe ; and the French Envoy has left Genoa. 
From the Amfterdam Courant, dated June 23. 
Mublberg, June 15. Yefterday the Elector of Ha- 
nover, with all his Retinue, arriv’d here, and was 
receiv'd by Baron d’ Erffa General of the Artillery 
of Franconia, General Thungen being indifpos'd. 
At Linkenheim were drawn up feveral Squadrons of 
Horfe and Dragoons, which bis Electoral Highnefs 
review'd: All the other Regiments were ander Arms 
in the Way his Electoral Hignefs was to pals hither,

The rach Laftane the Ele&or of 
Bavaria din’t cc Plis Army lies extended 
trom Wadgaties co Saar-Louis, and lay waefte the 
Country: Ye. they hold chemielves in a readinefs 
io March, and bave Bitdges ready over the Saar at 
Dillengen near S av Louis, and over the Moielle ac 
Sirk, that they may invve as they fheli fiad Occafion, 
2 Regiments are order’d back to Luxembourg, All 
our Boats are fent up from hence to be in ma- 
king Bridges: And allo 200 Waggons, wina re- 
quifice Number of Horles are ro be fent from hence 
ro the Army. 
From the AmfterJam Courant, &c. dated June 23. 
Francfort, June 17. Phe Inftant, 4 or 5 Re- 
ments of Pslacines pafs'd the Kbine at Menrz, in 
theic Way rowar's the Mofe'le 5 aod 12 Regiments 
more of the Palatine Forces, have already pa{sd 
the Main ac Coftheim within « ‘ew Miles of Menrz, 
following the reft. Three lumpenai Regiments of 
Horfe cake the fame Route. Phe a Coarier 
from che Forces encamo'd at Gueterthaulen brought 
Lecters for Prince Eugene’or Savoy ; who taereupon 
fer out from hence with his Retinue to Day, for 
Mentz, thence to proceed to che faid Camp: The 
EleGtor of Bavaria and ‘ke Duke of Berwick cre faid 
to be preparing to advance wich their Army from 
Saar-Lonis towards Trier. They have left 3000 
Men in Fort-Kebl; andro Regiments of Horfe, 
with 20 of Foot, making at moft 15000 Men, and 
thofe the worft of their Troops, in the Lines of 
Lauterbourg under M. du Bourg, to obferve the 
Army of the Empire. "Tis the Ele@tor of Ba- 
varia has receiv'd Orders from the King co fecure 
feveral ftrong Poftsin the Duchy of Lorrain if he 
findsit neceflary. The Forces of the Allics tbat are 
to ferve under Prince Esgene, wil in a few Days be 
all joyn’d in a Body, and will then be 40000 Men 
ftrong. 
From the Leiden Gazerte, cated June 22. 
Coblentz, June 18 Prince Eugene of Savoy is ex- 
ected bere to Day or to Morrow, to confer with 
the Elector of Trier: Which done, he will put bim- 
felf ac the Head of his Army eocaup'd berweeo 
Gunterfhaufen and Sc. Gothart in the Hondsruch. 
The Elector of Bavaria and the Duke of Berwick 
ate encamp'd near Saar-Louis wih 30000 Men ; 
and give out that they expect from Flanders a Re- 
inforcement of 15 Ractaliions and feverel Squadrons: 
Thev have been to view the Stuarion of the Coun- 
try fome Leagues on this fide the Saar.
